The Rush, County Farm ers Insti­ 
tute closed a two days' session with 
this afternoon’s program. 
The insti­ 
tute was more successful today than 
yesterday and was 
attended bf’ a 
large crowd. 
Because of the small 
crowd Friday the officers and pro­ 
moters of the institute were disap­ 
pointed, but the interest shown today 
tended to make up for the lack yes­ 
terd a y and the meeting turned out to 
be a success. 
The talent on the program today 
was different from 
that of 
other 
meetings held in the townships and 
talks given were of much value to the 
farm ers. 
The Jackson school or­ 
chestra gave a program this a fte r­ 
noon which was greatly appreciated. 
The program was followed and all the 
numbers were well received. 
J. B. 
B urris held the attention of the large 
audience this afternoon with his in­ 
structive lecture on “B am Yard and 
Stable Manure.” 
The discussion fol­ 
lowing was indulged in by many of 
the farm ers and the plea of Mr. B ur­ 
ris for scientific farming caused many 
-questions to be asked. 
His inform a­ 
tion which he gave the institute was 
taken from actual experiences and 
w as considered very valuable. 
C. W. 
Boynton gave a brief talk on “Cement 
and Its Uses.” 
J. B. Burris, a prominent farm er 
and cattle raiser of Cloverdale, Ind., 
addressed the institute at the morn­ 
ing session, talking on “Cattle Feed­ 
ing.*’ 
Mr. 
Burris, 
has 
been 
very 
successful in feeding cattle for the 
market and his talk was taken from 
personal 
experience. 
Ile 
stated 
th a t farm ing simply for grain had no 
educational value and his way was 
to grow grain 
and feed it 
to 
live 
stock. 
Mr. Burris does 
not 
farm 
simply for stock but mixes the two 
in a scientific manner. 
Every bit of 


ing nets a profit if care is exercised 
in the feeding. 
“It cost me on an 
average of eight and one-third cents 
a pound to put a pound of fat on my 
cattle and while this §?hve a small 
profit, it was a profit and not a loss," 
lid Mr. Burris. 
Continuing he said: “I charge the 
cost of feed, interest on my invest­ 
ment and labor all to the battle 
as 
this is the only true way to obtain 
accurate results. 
We 
must 
have 
system to our farm ing if we expect 
to be successful and a 
little more 
care will give results.” 
Mr. Burris stated 
th at he had 
found the raising of calves unprofit­ 
able because of the great amount of 
trouble and the interference of other 
farm work. 
The feeding of calves 
for the market 
requires a 
great 
amount of time and coming at a busy 
season, means the neglect of other 
work according to Mr. Burris. 
For 
profit and better results he advised 
the farm ers to feed cattle and not 
calves.

Seriously In Peking. 


HE HASN'T A PROPER MANDATE 


At Least That Is the W ay the Throne 
Regards the Latest Developments ir 


the South, but in the Meanwhile the 


Provisional President Is Going Right 


Ahead W ith Preparations to Cust 


the Manchu Princes. 


Peking, Dec. 30—There is a wide 
spread disposition to doubt that the 
adoption of the plan for a national con­ 
vention will end the crisis, the enthu­ 
siasm at Shanghai not being shared 
here. 
The people say the younger 
Manchu princes are determined not to 
surrender their rights or recognize the 
republic if one is declared by the con­ 
vention. 
The election of Sun Yat Sen is not 
taken seriously. It is pointed out that 
not only were the delegates who elect 
ed him at Nanking without a mandate 
from the nation, but that the republic 
of which he was chosen head does not 
exist. 
Yuan Shill Kai, the- premier, main 
tains his previous attitude of opposi­ 
tion to a republic which he insists 
would mean chaos, foreign interyen 
tion and perhaps partition of China. 
He will not actively oppose the de­ 
clared will of the majority of the na 
tion at the coming convention, but he 
will never serve a republic. 
The Mongolian question has sudden­ 
ly and unexpectedly entered the grav 
est crisis, owing to the fact that Rus 
sia is peremptorily advancing claims 
which would mean the destruction of 
Chinese suzerainty over that country. 
The Chinese foreign office is very ret! 
cent over the m atter, but admits that 
a veiled ultimatum has been received 
and that Russian troops are expected 
to cross the frontier at two points. 
It is believed that President Sun 
Yat Sen will immediately demand the 
withdrawal of the BO-called imperial 
troops from their strategical positions, 
in order to avoid the possibility of con­ 
flict with the troops cf the republican 
government. As soon as this has been 
effected the arm istice now existing 
will be extended and the Manchu 
troops will be ordered to lay down 
their arms or to enter the service of 
the republic. 
The president or head 
of.the m ilitary government now estab­ 
lished, with the capital at Nanking, 
will treat the court as a thing of the 
past, because eighteen provinces I 
already voted in favor ox a republi 
a properly constituted convention, and 
the edict recently issued at Pekin 
says that if a representative conven­ 
tion favored a republic the throne 
would abdicate.

FIRST PROVE ITSELF 


Din Government on Withhold 
Formal Recognition. 


Washington, Dec. 30.—-Until it be­ 
comes apparent that the imperialists 
are no longer capable of keeping them­ 
selves in power, the Umted States will 
hot recognize the new Chinese repub­ 
lic formally. 
But this attitude will 
not prevent the representatives of the 
state department in China from doing 
business with the provisional republic 
to the extent of safeguarding Ameri­ 
can lives and property and in doing 
any needful thing to assist in the res­ 
toration of peace. 
State department officials have all 
along been expecting that Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen would be proclaimed provisional 
president of China very soon after he 
landed at Shanghai. 
It is believed 
that WU Ting Fang, who has been 
acting as the mouthpiece of the revo­ 
lutionists, is prepared to recognize Dr. 
Sun. Assuming that he will do so, the 
installation of the new provisional 
president a.t Nanking probably will 
bring to a crisis the peace negotiations 
which have been in progress at Shang­ 
hai.
